Carson Ricks of Eureka, Cal., who 
was with Paul Bentley, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Fred W. Bentley of Chicago, when 
he died in France in September, 1917, 
from the wounds of a poison gas shell 
which struck the ambulance he was 
driving, passed through the city yes- 
terday. 

He was the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bentley for a few hours. 

“I was assigned to Paul Bentley’s car 
Sept. 11, 1917,” Ricks related. Dur- 
‘ing a gas attack on the 18th we were 
at the front and were ordered to trans- 
port five French soldiers to the rear 

“After we had gone a haif or three- 
quarters of a mile the enemy laid down 
a tier barrage in the road 200 yards 
ahead of us. Paul was driving. He 
stopped and tried to back, when they 
laid down another tier barrage behind 
us. Then big shells commenced to fall 
in between. I put on my gas mask and 
put on Paul's while he was running 
the car. We had passed through the 
fire and gas in safety when a shell 
struck the rear of the ambulance. The 
five wounded French. soldiers were 
killed instantly.

The committee also decided upon

Adjournment was taken 
by the committee until Monday, when 
taxation of luxuries, estimated by the 
treasury as capable of raising $2,000,- 
000,000, will be considered. 


Only to Corporations. | 
Complaints of inequalities to the 
treasury and to.the committee are ex- 
pected to be remedied by the commit- 
tee’s action today in repeating a sec- 
tion of the present revenue law. The 
effect will be that the excess profits 
tax under the pending bill will not ap- 
ply to individuals and partnerships, but 
only to corporations. Individuals and 
partnerships will be amply reached 
through the. normal and surtax provi- 
‘sions of the income tax law. 

Limits on Taxation. 

While not definitely deciding the mat- 
ter, a majority of the committee was 
favorable to a provision that in no case 
should the excess profits tax exceed 
60 per cent of the net income nor be 
less than 10 per cent the net income 
in the case of corpora s with a capi - 
tal exteeding $200,000. Common ar- 
riers and public utility corporations 
whose rates were subject to regula- 
tions by federal, state, or municipal 
governments were excepted from the 
10 per cent minimum because the com- 
mittee regarded such rates as already 
regulated to a low income basis.

Last week cotton sold for cash at 
more than 32 cents a pound. Last 
March it was up to 33% cents a pound. 
It is now selling for more than four— 
nearly five—times its price in Decem- 


There have been recent considerable 
drops jn cotton futures—cotton sold 
for future delivery—but the purchaser 


cotton, the standard grade, would be 
obliged to pay between 32 and 33 cents 
a pound. 

During the last year, athe June, 
1917, the advance in the price of cot- 
ton has been greater than in any sim- 
Har period since the war began. The 
jump has been nearly 12 cents a pound. 


Contrasted with Wheat. 


In December, 1914, cash wheat sold 
in Chicago for $1.13 a bushel. Climb. 
ing up gradually, with many small set- 
backs, wheat reached $3.10 a bushel in 
June, 1917, one year ago. 

Within a few months wheat dropped 
back to $2.20 a bushel. It has stood at 
that level ever since. While cotton has 
made its greatest gain, wheat has stood 
still. 

Wheat is now selling at less than 
twice its price in December, 1914. Cash 
cotton brings more than four times its 
then price. | 

Why?

Washington directly fixed the price of 
wheat at $2.20 a bushel. That price 
has not been changed since except to 
make certain allowance for increased 
freight rates. 

Only a few weeks ago President WII 
don vetoed the bill passed by the co 
gress which fixed the price of wheat 
at $2.40 a bushel. | 

Absolute Price Fixed. 

Wheat is the only farm product on 
which the government has directly and 
absolutely fixed the price. 

But not until a few days was any at- 
tempt, direct or otherwise, made to put 
any limit to the prices of 9 or any 
of its products.

All during the last year, while cotton 
has made its greatest gains, no at- 
tempt, direct or indirect, has been made 
to set a limit to its soaring price.

About 3,000,000 bales of cotton have 
beer carried over from last year’s crop.

Expect Price to Fall. 

It also remains true that the demand 
for cotton for export is stili greatly be- 
low the normal of pre-war days. Just 
now, also, the domestic demand for cot- 
‘ton goods shows a falling off, in spite 
of the fact that the government is tak- 
ing more thar half the total produc- 
tion for military purposes. 

Taking all these facts into considera- 
tion the western farmer thinks that if 
the cotton market was left alone, as it 
has been up to the present time, the 
price of raw cotton would necessarily 
Gecline to 18 or 20 cents a pound. Such 
a@ reduction would, of course, be reflect 
ed in the selling price of all cotton 
goods and would benefit the whole 
@ountry. 

But on July 9 the.price fixing com-

interests. It fixed the prices at which 
gome half dozen unbleached cotton: 
Products should be sold. In fixing 
these prices the board, of course, in- 
Gire;tly fixed the price at which raw 
cotton shall be sold to the mills.

Experts say that the prices fixed are 
such as will keep the price of raw cot.

pound.
